Extratt of a letter from China, 6th January 1785. The 3d inftant, 
we received a letter from the fupercargo of the Guftaf Adolph, advifing 
her arrival at Gualong’s harbour the 1 oth of December, and of the arri- 
val of the ‘Terra Nova at Yylan-kan harbour the 3d of December, both 
in the ifland of Hanan, all well. A Danith thip, fippoted to be the 
Charlotte Amelia, Captain Witt, was in fight of Puto Sapat, and was 
fuppofed to have returned to Batavia or Malacca.

The Achilles, Gedder, from Bengal to Copenhagen, was left at the 
Cape by a thip which {poke with the Huffar, Captain Macintoth. 

The Betfey, Lawrie, arrived in the River from Jasnaica, on the rgth 
ult. fpoke the Swallow, Smart, from Dartmouth to Newfoundland, out 
five days, in long 17. 30. all well. 

The Samuel, Stack, from Antigua, got on fhore at Liverpool, and da- 
maged her cargo. 

Lifbon, June 4. The goods faved out of the Friends, Jones, from Leg- 
horn, which was burnt at St Ubes, are to be thipped on board the Ad- 
venture, Molloy, for London.

He dwelt fome time 
on this, afferting that the fourth propofition did not go fo far as 
the fears of the people made them think. The noble Lord 
then obferved, that the rcfolutions, if they paffed into a law in 
the fhape in which they now ftood, would not be fo injurious 
to the interefts of this country, as the people feemed to think 

they would, at the fame time that they would.be produdtive of °

The noble Lord then {tated the 
compenfation which Ireland was to give-in retura for the-ex- 
tenfion of commerce now granted her. .This. compenfarion 
was the furplus of the heriditary revenue, of that country, which 
would encreafe with the growing profperity of that kingdom. 
He {tated this encreafe at different periods, from the year 1687 
to the year 1784. After dwelling a thort time upon this head 
he obferved, that any further comment from him on the fubject 
were unneceflary, as their Lordthips were already in poffeilon 
of every circumftance relative to it. He fhould be happy how- 
ever to explain any thing thought neceflary by any of the no- 
ble Lords, fo far as lay in his-power, -and he concluded with 
moving, as the opinion of the Committee, 

«* That it is confiftent with the effential interefts of the ma- 
nufactures, revenue, commerce, and navigation of Great-Bri- 
tain, that a full participation of commercial advantages be per- 
manently fecured to Ireland, whenever a provifion equally per=. 
manent and fecure fhall be made by the Parliament of that king- 
dom towards defraying, in proportion to its growing profperity, 
the neceflary expences in time of peace, of protecting the trade 
and general interefts of the empire.” 

Lord Carliffe rofe next, and in a fpeech of fome length en- 
deavoured to prove the futility of the Noble Lord’s arguments: 
He began by obferving, that he expected to hear from the No- 
ble Lord who had juft fat down, fomething in fupport of the 
refolutions, and againft the evidence given,at their Lordfhips’ 
bar, in order to prove the neceility of adopting the prefent pro- 
pofed meafure ; but he had been difappointed,, and could | not 
help thinking that the Noble Lord was wapting in his. duty, 
particularly from the high firuation which she held in this Go- 
vernment to omis ftating in his {pecch fo effential a part as the 
evidence. It fpoke the fenfe of the people ; and. was delivers 
ed in a language bold, nervous, and energetick; a language 
which merited their Lordthips attention. ‘The manufacturers,’ 
who appeared at their Lordfhips.bary only wanted time, and fer 
that they called with & voice thatyought to be heard and atrend- 
edto. Their Lordthips thould contider, that this meafure was 
,o be final. ¢conclufive, and irrevocable ; that in fuch cafe too

The’noble 
Lord (Sid ) had made ufe of the plea of neceflity on the 
prefeot, nor A Bet under what preffure of uecefliry could 
the noble Secretary with to have the refolutions now decided 
upon ?— When they were firft introduced, a language was held 
out to the people Ireland, that they were ignorant of what was 
intended for their benefit, and that they might ref} affured no- 
thing prejudicial to their intereft would be introduced in the 
adjultment of the commercial intercourfe that was to take place.

oe eteon ro a fubied. of fo much importance. 
His Lordthip combated with great facceis the arpuments o 


the noble Secretary on the neceflity of pubhiag forward the 
meafure, and concluded with moving, “ ‘Chat the Chairman 
heave the chair, report progrefs, and have leave to fit again.” 
' Lord Coventry {poke in favour of the motion’ made by the 
Jaft noble {peaker, contending for further time ‘to’ confider of 
the propofitions before they pafféd into a law.. | * 
Lord Dudley alfo declared himfelf for Lotd Curlifle’s mo- 
tion, contending, that refolutions, which involved in them the 
intereft of fo many thoufands, ought not to be hurried through 
the Houfe, but be treated with all the attention that could be 
Tt was not a meafure, which, if injurious to either par- 
ty interefted, that could be recalled or amended, it was to be 
irrevocable, and therefore fufficient time ought to be given to 
arange it in fuch a manner as might not prove ininiical to either 

Lord: Waljingham rofe next; and, in a {peech of confider- 
able length, went over the fame grounds: with Lord Sydney, 
but in a more extenfive point of view. His Lordthip confined 
his arguments to the principle of the refolutions, and conclu- 
ded with giving Lord Carlifle’s motion his negative. 

Lord Dudley replied, recapitulating the evidence given at 
the bar, which he thought alone fafficient to induce their 
Lordhhips to poftpone the bufinefs to a fature day. 

- Lord Camden followed.—lIf the prefent refolutions were fo 
injurious to the interefts of Great Béitain, he thought they 
ought to be poftponed ad Culendas Grecas ; or if any Noble 
Lord had any other plan that would better anfwer the end pro- 
pofed, let it be brought forward ; he might depend upon ha- 
ving his fupport. But with refpedt to tim2, he was of opinion 
that fufficient time had been given to decide upon the prefent 
meafure ; for his part, he-was as well prepared to give his o- 
pinion then, as he fhould be five months hence. If any fur- 
ther information could be procured on the fubject, he thould be 
very happy to receive it; but, in the courfe of five or fix 
months, which the refolutions had taken up in difcufling, fuch 
information had been obtained, as, in his opiniog, was fufficient 
to enable their Lordthips to give a decided vote.that day. 

Lord Vifcount Stormont profeffed himfelf an advocate for 
the motion that had been made-by his noble friend (Lord Car- 
lifle). Every delay, he remarked, which had been given, had 

thrown a new light upon the fubje&, which was at firlt invol- 
ved in perfec obfeurity, and had tended {till more to difcover 
the abfurdity and extravagance of this fytem. The delay in 
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the other Houfe had been falutary, yet much remained to be 
done ; and many, the patentecs for inftance, were to be re- 
{cued from deftruétion, who had hitherto been totally neglect- 
ed. Much had been faid of the idle fears and unfounded a- 
larm of the manufacturers ; but would it now be afferted that 
their fears were vain, or that the amended refolution has totally 
removed their apprehenfi s? Ireland, We had repeatedly been 
informed, expected a fertlement, but. did thee propofitions, and 
in their pregent form, contain fuch a fettlement as the wished ? 
Is it this draught, bitter to both cointries, that is to banifh e- 
very difficulty, and quiet every apprehenfton ? Yet thefe we are 
told by Adiminiftration are to be the bond of union and fource 
of harmony. ‘They talk of the generofity on one fide, and 
warmth of gratitude on the other, for what is gradgingly 
granted and unwillingly received. Thus though every quarter 
of the horizon indicate a ftorm, they content themfelves with 
crouding fail, fearlefs of every danger, and regardiefs of every 
obftacle, which others, not lefs bold, bat more cautious, would 
willingly ftrive to avoid. 

That England, by the referved power of new modelling the 
navigation laws, was to legiflate for Ireland, nothing could be 
clearer, notwith{tanding the arguments of the noble and learn- 
ed Lord who had laft {poken ; and nothing could be better 
known, than that the entire kingdom of Ireland looked on it as 
ap attempt to revive a tyrannic and detefted claim. The very 
circumftance mentioned by that noble Lord of the acceleration 
of an wrion by the prefent fyftem, formed with him a particu- 
lar objection, as: it rendéd, in his opinion, to defeat that very 
objeat, by giving $0 Ireland all the advantages of an union, 
without any of ifs burdens. 

By the prefent fyftem, his Lordfhip obferved, we abandon- 
ed a fyftem which had been juttified by effect. We gave up 
in our diftrefs what was claimed in the moft urgent manner by 
our neceflities. In our rifing. profperity, in the reign of 
Charles II. it was thought neceflary to reltrain Ireland by the 
navigation laws, whicn, in our prefent delicate tate, we thought 
proper to refign. Such a conduct, his Lordthip obferved, 
would be folly in any firuation ; in the prefent it was madnefs 
in the extreme. 

A mutual monopoly had been formerly the bafis of our co- 
lonial fyftem ; from this in the year 1780 we had thought pro- 
per, in fome degree, to depart, by permitting Ireland to main- 
tain a dire& intercourfe with our colonies. The prefent Ad- 
miniftration had gone ‘infinitely further, by granting them the 
fapply of our own ener 3 %. had peided peng k. eed 
uperior intelligence: in this afforded a new in{tagce o 
Soper oat aod Ptefattiption. “~Treland had made ample ufe 
of the privilege, by eficreafing her imports from the colonies 
in a great. degree ; that of tobacco, for inftance, had been aug- 
me: td from’ one to four millions of pounds. More was not 
thought of, until this voluntary offer of the prefent Miniltry, 
permitting them to fupply our markets with the produce of 
thofe colonies, in the acquifition of which we had expended 
fo much blood and treafure. The plea that had been held 
forth on this occafion was, that Ireland would in fat gain no- 
thing. Why then; he would afk, would Minifters a 
caufelefs alartn, when nothing was to be.given? More truth, 
in his opinion, lay in the fpeech of Mr Orde, who had frank- 


‘ly avowed the .confeqnénces of the fyftem, and in the Irith 


Hoyfe of Commons: had prided himfelf in the difclofare ;_ his 
avowal was plain and candid, whilft the declaraiions of the 
Minifters were dike-the mafks of antiquity, which prefented a 
face {miling on one fide, and crying on the other. 

That this indulgence woald enrich Ireland, by encouraging 
fpeculation, when our markets would be open to her, was a 
falfe idea ; fhe had not-eapital for fuch a purfuit. ‘The advan- 
tages the would derive were thofe which would gradually re- 
fult from her fitwation. As .mfterdany had hitherto crufhed 
the trade of Antwerp, England had hitherto, with a ftrong 
arm, reprefled the efforts of her filter, which now, when freed 
from that re{traint, would produce their natural effects. She 
would repay herfelf for the oppreffion fhe had fuftained by her 
giving way to her local interefts, and encouraging the progrefs 
of fmaggliog. , She would contend with us in foreign markets ; 
but that we might eafily tolerate, as there fhe only took what 
ftrangers might otherwife receive. She would alfo enter into 
a competition jn our own markets, which every principle-of po- 
licy fhould have enjoined us to have kept facred, 

he balanc€ 6f trade with Ireland; had amounted; hitherto 
to half a million annually againit us at the lowelt average. 
When our importations of colonial produce into that kingdom 
would diminifh, as ‘they ‘unavoidably mutt by the prefent fy- 
ftem, the balance againft us would be greatly nugmonted, 
With what infinite modefty thea was the demand of proteding 
duti¢s, which the noble and learned Lord had juft before men- 
tioned, without any fymptoms of condemnation ! 


| >. After dwelling fomz time on the emigration of our manu- 


fa&urers, which he contended would be the immediate confe- 
‘quence of this pernicious fyitem, his Lordthip entered into 
a more particular detail of the bufinefs.’ The leather manu- 
facture was fubje& to an excife of 15 per cent. the price of the 
article varying at the fame time from 3 d. to.s d. per Ib. How, 
his Lordthip enquired, was the countervailing duty to be laid ; 
if at an average, which, prima focic, was the molt equitable 
way, the ‘Irith merchants would export only the prime part of 
the commodity, which would thus enter our markets at an in- 
ferior duty.” Of g18, they, would export that of the lowett 
value, to which a difproportionate duty attached itfelf in this 
kingdom. In this countervailing duty, were thofe on the fub- 
ordinate materials of manufaSture, fach as foap, to be includ- 
ed? or would any allowance be made for the numerous taxes 
of ver neceflary of life which burthened the manufa@urers 
of England, and from which thofe of Ireland were totally ex- 
empt? The mention, he obferved, of fuperior fkill giving a 
permanent advantage under fuch circumftances, was merely an 
appeal to national argumentation. It would be futile for’an 
enlightened nation, he faid, to rely on things. fo tranfient. 
The hiftory of the progrefs of arts and feiences would afford 
fuch abundant inftances of their mutability, as would tend to 
demonftrate the futility of fuch expectation. 

There exifted, his Lordihip fuid, under the prefent fettle- 
ment, many advantages on the fide of Ireland refpecting prohi- 
bitions in the articles of hides, tallow, and linen, yarn. ‘They 
were alfo to rective our coals under fuch a trifling duty, as 
would enable them to expart-theni again to. advantage. We 
bound ourfelves to receive their linens duty free for ever, re- 
gardlefs af the neceflity of fature circumitancés, of the great 
occafions that may offer, and of the offence we may thereby 
give to forcign powers, who, in arrangements that may hereaf- 
ter occur, may not.deem themfelyes bound to think as we do 
on the prefent o¢cafion.

The compenfation we were to receive for this profufe affigy. 
ment of every thing molt dear, funk it his eftimation, at the 
grants we had made were higher, in his opinion, than they 


f{eemed t6 others. It was a precarious return for a fubflantial 
good: But it was calculated to promote delufion by its ob. 
{curity, and he had no doubt, but coffee-houfe politicians had 


from this, furplus of the hereditary revenue of Ireland. To 
this furplus the crown had made claims which were not yet 
decided, but which Miniflers had now thought proper to re. 
fign. Aftcr fome remarks on the eafy accefS given to the 
{muggler, his Lordship concluded by obferving, that if the’ pro- 
pofitions were requefted, they fhould not be granted.’ What 
then muft be their Lordfhips opinion, when they were receiy. 
ed with difcontent? If they were in the higheit degree judi. 
cious, yet, final as they were, it was neceflary to apply the ut. 
moft caution. After all that had been proved, therefore, he 
could not imagine that the bufinefs would be precipitated by 
the prefent decifion. 

The Marquis of Lanfdown faid, he could not poflibly agree 
with the noble Lord who preceded, and thofe who had for. 
merly fyoken, in their objections to the meafure. If even one 
tenth of the allegations they had made were founded in truth, 
his Lordhip obferved, that Britain fhould not only fhrink from 
the arrangement, but even Ireland fhould tremble at the accept. 
ance. Yet were the benefits received, he could admit that the 
confequences they had {tated would follow, as it had appear. 
ed, by the experience of late years, even to a mathematical 
certainty, that whatever benefits ireland received from this 
country, fo deep was fhe drawn into the vortex of our good op 
evil, that the fhare the took in our fubfequent misforcunes wag 
more than fuaflicient to counter-balance the precedent advan. 
tage. This, his Lordthip faid, was evident from the circum. 
ftances of the late war, with every profit of the provifion-trade, 
&c. has not yet recovered from the fhare which, by a connec. 
tion fo intimate, fhe took in our calamities. 

Lord Loughborough wook up the argument of the Noble Mar. 
quis. He had faid, that the fandamental priaciples of the fy- 
{tem were to be permanent and tnalterable, and yet the duties 
on any articles might be altered or modified by the Parliaments 
of the two kingdoms at their difcretion. He wifhed the Noble 
Marquis, in Riles this, had had the goodnefs to point out 
what were the fundamental principles of the fyftem. . As he 
conceived, the fundamental Sissiolen were, that the duties on 
articles in both kingdoms fhould be equal, and that the reci- 
procity of the intercourfe fhould ‘depefid.-on. the very circum. 
{tance of this perfect and complete equality. How then cculd 
the duties be altered at the difcretion of the Parliaments in the 
two kingdoms, and the fundamental principles of the fyftem a 
the fame time remain fixedand unalterable? That the equali- 
zation of duties was ‘he fundamental principle and corner ftone 
of the refolutions ; he referred to the original copy as introdu. 
ced by Mr Secretary Orde to the Irith Parliament. He read 
the two refolutions, which ftate that the duties fhould be the 
fame in both kingdoms ; and that where any article was bur 
dened with an internal duty in either kingdom, a countervails 
ing duty fhould be laid on the fame article in the other --and 
he accompanied the reading of thefe refolutions with the com 
mentary which Mr Orde had made on the occafion, as ftated 
in the Irifh newfpapers, and which he underftood conveyed 
faithfully the fubftance of what Mr Orde faid im the Houle. 
His expreflions were, that thus an end was put to all contelt ; 
for, by this equalization of duties, Great Britain had it no 
longer in her power to crufh the manufactures of [reland. This 
certainly was confidered by Mr Orde as the principle and 





foundation of the compact ; and he had too good an opinion 


mount of his inftruétions ; and that he did not fay what 
confidered to be the intention of Minifters, and the feope 
their fcheme. What then mutt be the feeling and fentiment 
the Irith Parliament, when they are told that that which thy 
were given to underftand was the corner-{tone of the building! 
was to be removeable at pleafure; that the duties were tobe} 
alterable at the difcretion of the two countries, as circumltan- 
ces might arife, would they not juftly complain of deception? 
It was not in this inftance only that they had been deceived 
The refolutions, as {tated to them originally by Mr Orde, wee 
moft effentially diffeygnt from thofe which their Lordfhips ba} 
now before them. Frey had been committed on premila 
which did not now exift; and in the original method and pla 
of the whole bufinefs, both countries were equally deceived 
For, by the refolutions as they now {tnod, the intercourfe 
not to take eye on any one given article, where a duty ¢ 
not be devifed and fettled -to countervail the internal duti 
which might lie on it in the other. If no countervailing du 
could be found, the intercourfe fo far forth as that article w 
not to take place ; and the Noble Marquis agreed with thee 
vidence at the bar, that there were articles where counterval’ 
ing duties were hardly practicable, if at all fo. If they fhow 
be found impracticable, what then mutt be the cafe? Wh 
that the intercuurfe was impraéticable--and yet this wast 
fy{tem which both countries had received with good humour 
and which was for ever to fettle all. differences between them’ 
He defired to know if the fettlement and management of thelt 
countervailing duties ought not to have been attempted previow 
to the expofure of the refolutions. | Were there no arit 
cians in the two kingdoms no Board of ‘Cultoms— 
Commiffioners ——no revenue officers, wha_ might hare 
down, and enquired, Whether on any given article, count 
vailing duties were practicable or not? ; 
The Noble Marquis had gone pretty much into the queft 
of ey and had manifefted his ho defire that all m 
nopoly fhould be deftroyed ; the monopoly of raw materials 
the infant ftate of the manufaéture, and the monopoly of t 
home-market to its confumption. The arguments of the 
ble Lord in defence of thefe modern doétrines, or rather © 
and exploded doétrines revived, were addrefled to the lad 
and monied intereft of the kingdom with extreme art ; but 
trufted that, in the prefent day of light and intelligence, 
doétrines would never be embraced. He faid, there W& 
time in the reign of Charles II. when thefe monopolies ¥ 
abolifhed, and when the raw materials were, in the 
ftance, freely transferred to Franee, aad her manufadture®’ 
freely received again. What was the confequence?

him to believe, that he did not deliver himfelf to the full a} . 
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deat means, he epéned forcign channels of trade, and drew 
the money of all nations into the pockets of his countrymen 

If therefore there were at this monrent any idle and filly con- 
ceits engendering in the minds of men, of pening a trade with 
France, and of taking her manufactures for our materials, he 
bad no doubt but the good fenfe and enlightened policy of the 
pation would overturn any fuch fpeculative chimera. By the 
language of the Noble Marquis, he did not feem to with that 
any cfcual preference thould be given, either to our own ma- 
nufactures, or the manufactures of Ireland ; buat that his fyftem 
of commercial freedom, like thar of the Dean of Gloucefter’s, 
fhou!d throw open all the ports of Britaiti'to the manufactures 
of all the world. 

Of the writings of the Reverend Dean, he mutt fay, that he 
never read them without information, on this particular fub- 
ject. He had faid, that the original gen refolutions would be 
advantageous to this country ; firlt, becaufe they would deftroy 
the abominable monopoly of the Weft-India colonies ~ fecond- 
ly, beeaufe they would deftroy the more abominable monopoly 
of the Eaft-India trade —and thirdly, becaufe they would abo- 
lith she moft abominable of all monopolies, the monopoly of 
our navigation laws. Now thefe advantages which the Dean 
had taken the pains to ftate to the world in a pamphlet, were 
all done away as the refolutions now {tood—for the Weit-In- 
dia monopoly was to be from henceforth bound round the 
necks of England and Ireland, from which it was never to be 
loofened : —The LEaft-India monopoly was provided for by a 
{pecial refolution added for the purpofe, and acknowledged to 
rave. been intended, though not publithed at the beginning ; 
and, with refpect co the monopoly of our navigation laws, fo 
juftly jealous were we of it, that no fewer than feven new re- 


“folutions were introduced to fecure it. 


The Noble Lord went into a diftiné hiftorical detail of the 
proceedings with regard to the emancipation of Ireland. He 
dated the year 1778 as the birth of the era of her deliverance 
from flavifh reftrictions ; and he praifed the broad and enligh- 
tened policy of Lord North in the fyftem which he purfued, 
and which completely fetded the commercial claims of Ireland, 
to the prefent day ; for the acts of 1782 were merely the deli- 
verance of that kingdom from political reftriftions. ‘I'he No- 
ble Lord adverted to what the Noble Marquis had faid of the 
manufacturers. 
his mind, moft deferving of the confidence of Parliament, from 
the liberality of their minds, as well as from heir intelligence. 
They had all along faid, that they did not with to deprive Ire- 
land of the peculiar and local advantages of hér {ituation and 
foil. “They only withed to ftart fair on the ground and they, ° 
at the fame time, ftared, chat they did not believe that the con- 
fequences of thefe Refolytions would be inftantaneoufly felt by 
this country. ‘They had falrly {tated that they had perfonat 
reafons for not transferring their property and arts to Ireland; 
bur they faid, at the fame time, that the advantages for many- 
fatarers and merchants fettling in Ireland, would invite them 
to do fo, in preference to fettling here. They knew little of 
the genius or qualities of men, who hefitated in faying, that 
where intereft was the end, men would not make their elefion 
of place where intereft pointed out. 

The Noble Lord went into a feries of objections to feveral 
of the refolutions. In regard to the fourth, he mutt freely de- 
clare his mind, that thereby there was a manifeft and clear re- 
alfamption of the fuperintending legiflative power, What 
could be more explicit than this? That we fent over certain 
acts, and declared to lrelond, thefe aéts we think neceffary to 
the good of the empire, and we call upon you implicitely to 
adopt them. ‘The Noble Lord went at confiderable length in- 
to the detail of the refolutions, as he might not have an Op- 
portunity of deliverivg himfelf on them, when they came to be 
feverally difeufled. He concluded with declaring, that the 
motion for leaving the Chair, in order to give them an oppor- 
tunity to difcufs the matter more deliberately ; to weigh all its 
parts; aadto fee whether an union might not be formed on 
terms of true and perfect reciprocity, was the wife and prudent 
meafure, and that for which he fhould give his voice. 

Some words in explanation pailed between the Marquis of 
Lanfdowne and Lord Loughborough, on the point of mono- 
poly—Lord Lanfdowne faying, that his defire of freedom of 
trade did not extend fo far, bat he wifhed always to give an 
effectual preference to the manufactures of this country and of 
Treland.

Where the contents do not exceed the value of 1s. a ftamp- 
duty of 14 d. and of that value, and ndt exceeding 2s. 6 d. a 
ftamp-duty of 3 d. and above 2 s. 6 d. and under 5 s. a ftamp 
duty of 6 d. and of the value of 5 s. a ftamp-duty of 1 s. 

That every perfon in Great Britain, vending the above drugs 
oils, effences, &c. fhal! annually take out a licence. 7 

That for every fuch licence taken by perfons who hall refide 
in the cities of London and Weitminiter, or in, the borough of 
Southwark, or within the limits of the penny-poft, or in the ci- 
ty of Edinburgh, a ftamp-duty of 29s. and in other parts a 
ftamp-duty of 5 s.
